Section  6 — Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30  cause  it  to  be 
registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed,  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  city  or  town  wherein  said  dog  is  kept,  and  shall  cause  it  to 
wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner's 
name,  and  bearing  attached  to  said  collar  a  metal  tage  distinctly 
marked  with  its  registered  number.  Said  tag  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  town  from  the  amount 
received  from  dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen  of 
each  town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from,  May  first  issue  a 
warrant  to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  constables  directing 
them  to  proceed  forthwith  either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all 
dogs  within  such  city  or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint 
against  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof;  and  any  person  may, 
and  every  police  officer  and  constable  shall  kill  or  cause  to  be 
killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and  wherever  found.

To  the  Citizens  of  Cornish: 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  library  activities.  Though' 
patronage  at  the  main  building  was  average  there  has  been  greater 
use  of  the  library  by  the  young  people,  and  several  new  patrons. 

Book  circulation  has  been  fully  average  and  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  books  loaned  to  the  schools.     Most  of 
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the  teachers  made  their  own  selections  and  often  transported  their 
books.  One  resident  teacher  borrowed  books  during  the  summer 
vacation,  loaning  them  to  the  children  of  her  neighborhood. 

A  book  deposit  station,  locally  called  a  branch  library  was 
established  last  July  at  Mrs.  Fred  Weld's.  This  branch  is  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  Cornish  people  who  found  a  visit  to  the  library 
difficult.     Patronage  has  increased  during  the  winter  months. 

More  books  than  usual  were  borrov/ed  from  the  State  library 
for  grateful  patrons.  This  is  a  service  gladly  offered  by  your 
librarian  and  brings  to  you  books  on  unusual  subjects  that  for 
lack  of  demand,  are  not  included  on  our  book  list.

A  scholarship  award  made  attendance  of  the  librarian  possible 
without  expense  to  her. 

We  would  be  pleased  to  have  everyone  visit  the  library  at 
some  time  during  the  year.  Show  your  interest  by  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  interesting  and  instructive  materials  collected  there 
for  your  use. 

Out  of  town  visitors  have  praised  the  fine  collection  of  books 
on  all  subjects  that  the  library  contains. 

Any  one  unable  to  reach  either  the  library  or  the  deposit 
station  during  open  hours,  may  borrow  books  by  mail.

Our  plans  for  the  coming  year  include  continued  service  to 
schools,  larger  circulation  of  books  through  the  deposit  station  and 
by  mail,  also  a  much-needed  redecorating  project.     The  desk-room

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  Cornish  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  your  superintendent 
of  schools. 

Two  teachers.  Miss  Ahern  and  Mr.  Carter  accepted  positions 
in  other  systems  at  the  close  of  last  spring  term.  Mrs.  Winifred 
Barton,  an  able  experienced  teacher,  is  at  the  South  Cornish 
School  and  Mr.  Donald  Frizzell,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal 
School  is  at  the  Flat  School.  Good  order  and  good  teaching  has 
been  observed  at  both  of  these  schools.  They  are  the  largest 
schools  in  the  district. 

Mrs.  Eva  Bernard  has  more  pupils  at  the  Tracy  School  this 
year,  while  Miss  Clarice  Zanes  at  the  Center  School,  Mrs.  Ethel 
Johnson  at  the  City  School,  and  Mrs.  Jane  Dahms  at  the  Chad- 
bourne  School  have  medium  enrollments.  In  general  it  is  easier 
to  hold  interest  in  the  larger  schools,  but  Mrs.  Marjorie  Kidder 
has  a  vary  interesting  school  of  only  eleven  pupils  at  Dingleton 
Hill. 

While  the  enthusiasm  and  skill  of  a  teacher  are  the  main- 
springs of  a  school,  much  of  the  success  or  failure  of  any  school 
depends  upon  the  attitude  of  the  parents.  Great  credit  is  due 
those  parents  who  support  and  encourage  the  teachers  in  their 
tasks  even  when  they  have  some  doubts  about  the  work. 

They  generally  help  a  young  teacher  to  become  strong.  It 
may  be  true  that  children  from  well  ordered  homes  never  have  any 
troubles  in  school,  but  I  believe  there  are  some  exceptions. 
However  the  effects  of  the  attitudes  of  parents  can  be  seen  by 
changing  a  teacher  from  one  school  to  another.  Often  a  teacher 
that  is  having  a  miserable  existence  in  one  school  becomes  very 
happy  and  successful  in  another  where  parents  are  kind  and 
sympathetic. 

All  schools  except  that  at  Tracy  were  painted  inside  as  a 
W.P.A.  project  this  fall.  In  the  main  the  work  was  good  and  the 
expense  was  low  to  the  district. 

In  the  near  future  we  should  consider  making  alterations 
in  the  school  houses  of  Cornish.  No  light  should  enter  a  school- 
room from  the   right   of  a   pupil.     The    State   allows   about   live 
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dollars  extra  for  each  school-room  per  year  for  each  of  these 
improvements, — electric  lights,  chemical  or  flush  closets,  and 
running  water.  It  would  be  unfortunate  if  the  legislature  should 
pass  a  law  demanding  any  or  all  of  these  improvements  to  be 
made  within  a  short  time. 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  in  Cornish.  Your  teachers  work 
hard,  your  pupils  are  interested  in  their  tasks,  your  citizens  are 
kind.  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Cornish  School  Board 
for  the  time  they  have  given  to  school  problems,  and  for  the 
kindnesses  they  have  shown  me.
